Chapin, president of the Hudson 


- +Motor Car Company since 1910, had 


been ill only since last Monday, and 
his death came suddenly late today. 
Reared in Lansing, Mich., Chapin 


became associated with the automo- 
‘bile industry while still a youth. It 
was while he still was a student at 
the University of Michigan that 
casual mention of his hobby, photog- 
raphy, fo R. E. Olds, head of the Olds- 
mobile Company, turned his career 
into the industry. 

Chapin left school immediately to 
take a job with Olds the following 
Monday. His ability as a photograph- 
er took him into the promotional di- 
vision of the business, and then to 
the sales department. He became sales 
manager of the Oldsmobile Company 
at the age of 24. 

Starts New Company. 

After two years as manager of sales 
for Olds, Chapin undertook the organ- 
ization of the E. R. Thomas-Detroit 
Company with E. R. Thomas, of Buf- 
falo, Howard F. Coffin, F. O. Bezner 
and J. J. Brady. Their product sold 
for $2,750. 
| Not content with this organization, 
‘Chapin undertook, in the midst of 
(his suecess, to organize a new firm 
‘with Coffin. backed by Hugh Chal- 
‘mers. In 1908, the Chalmers-Detroit 
| Company emerged, with Chapin as 
general manager. 

A year later, he organized the Hud- 
son company, with J. L. Hudson as 
president, but a year later, Chapin 
took over directién of the company 
he was to head the remainder of his 
career.

Roosevelt Asks Confer-

Visions of a Pan-American League of 
Nations, possibly supplementing or ri- 
valing the World League at Geneva, 
blossomed today out of the call by 
President Roosevelt for a conference 
of American republics in Buenos Aires 
at an early date,

American nations, the conference 
sounded promising. 

“Wonderful” was the description of 
Senator King, democrat, Utah, a 
League of Nations supporter. Sena-

UN TVA LEGALITY 


Supreme Court Is Ex- 
pected To Rule on Con- 
stitutionality Today. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—(P)— 
Fast-flying rumors of a deadloek fa 
the supreme court over the TVA case 
tonight recalled pointed questions ask- 
ed from the bench during oral orgu- 
ments 60 days ago. 

The high tribunal will have an- 
other opportunity tomorrow to rule on 
the controversy. The justices then 
will recess for two weeks, or until 
March 2. 

(Of important New Deal signifi- 
cance, the case presents the issue of 
whether the constitution permits the 
federal government to sell electricity 
in competition with private utilities. 
Stockholders of the Alabama Power 
Company contend that the Tennessee 
Valley Authority has damaged them by 
purchasing transmisison lines from the 
cOncern to carry power to southern 
towns.) 

Whether any of the rumors of a 
deadlock are true is known only to 
members of the court. The capital 
had expected an announcement of the 
verdict three previous decision days. 
Other New Deal cases this term have 
been decided from 20 to 34 days after 
being submitted in oral argument. 

When the justices heard pros and 
cons of TVA discussed December 19, 
only Justice Roberts, sometimes refer- 
red to as the court’s “enigma,” re- 
frained from questioning opposing 


counsel, 
Doubt Indicated. 

Justice Brandeis indicated strong 
doubt whether the controversy was in 
proper form for final decision. He 
interrogated Forney Johnston, law- 
yer for the stockholders, closely on 
what “court findings” the attorney 
was relying in saying rights of his 
clients had been impaired. Brandeis 
then said: 

“T am still struggling with the ques- 
tion of whether you have a right to 
complain.”

Six Persons Are Killed in 
Scattered Acts of Vio- 
lence During Election. 


MADRID, Feb. 16.—(4)-—The min- 
isi -y:, of iytegior announced late to- 
x (ee _ i , ep é; 
ght that the rightists, headed by 
Jose Maria Gil Roblés, apparently 
had won an “overwhelming victory” 
today in Spain’s first general elec- 
tions since 1933. 


Six persons were killed in scattered 
acts of violence throughout the coun- 
try, but the election was much more 
orderly than the last. ‘The govern- 
ment ‘had 
to prevent disorders which, it had 
been rumored, the leftists planned. 

The ministry of interior’s announce- 
ment, at 10:25 p. m., said that latest 
returns confirmed a previous govern- 
ment statement that: ‘“‘Reports from 
civil governors throughout Spain, 
based on partial returns, indicate an 
overwhelming victory for the center 
and right coalition.” 

An official of the ministry stated 
the government believed the left could 
not secure more than 187 seats of the 
473 in the cortes. 

Suffers Defeat. 

The veteran politician, former pre- 
mier and foreign minister Alejandro 
Lerroux, suffered one of the most 
crushing defeats in his political ca- 
reer. 

The rightist coalition was success- 
ful in Salamanca, the home city of 
Gil Robles, apparently obtaining five 
seats while the leftists won two. 

Restoration of privileges of the 
Catholic church is expected to be one 
of the first steps in the event the 
rightists win. 

Political observers predicted on the 
basis of the incomplete returns that 
the right would take about 250 of the 
473 seats in the cortes, unless fur- 
ther tabulation revealed a sharp turn 
toward the left. 

The rightists’ victory, it was indl- 
cated, was not as sweeping as they 
had confidently expected. _ The left

WITH THE NORTHERN ITAL- 
‘IAN ARMY AT THE FRONT, Feb. 
15.—( Delayed )-——(#)—-I taly’s northern 
army captured the Ethiopian moun- 
‘tain stronghold of Amba Aradam to- 
day and forced 2 defending army esti- 
imated at 80,000 to flee southward. 

The Italians conquered 300 square 
miles of new territory and subjugated 
ithe major towns of Selicot, Antalo, 
Belesat, and Dans, and 35 smaller 
villages, concluding a six-day major 
offensive. 
| The defeated army was led by Ras 
'Mulugheta, Ethiopian minister of war. 
| Italy’s high command saw far- 
|reaching possibilities as a result of 
the victory. Mulugheta’s army was 
the chief northern barrier to an ad- 
vance and was in its strongest north- 
ern position. 

Ethiopians had numerous defensive 
advantages because of the _ terrain, 
but Italy had superior armament and 
equipment. 

The movement invelved seven Ital- 
ian divisions and two “army corps, a 
tetal of 65,000 men, all white. They 
precipitated terrific fighting with the 
casualties still uncertain. 

Estimated Casualties. 

Italian estimates of their own dead, — 
all white troops, are under 500, with 
abuut a thousand badly wounded. An 
estimate of Ethiopian casualties was 
four or five thousand dead and 15,000 
wounded. 

The movement was carried out de- 
spite a heavy rain during all of the 
six days. This added greatly to the 
difficulties of the tortuous mountain 
terrain. 

The victory not only opened vast 
territories here but probably will force 
Ras Seyoum, Ethiopian leader in the 
north, to evacuate the Tembien area 
immediately before the Italians bottle 
up his forces by closing the rear 
along the Zalcaba plateau, south of 
the Gabat river. 

The threat of Both Ethiopian 
armies in the north appears lifted, 
and in view of the coming rainy sea- 
son the action of the past six days 
may be the last serious fighting be- 
fore September.

Crow meat as a delicacy to grace 
Georgia tables was again the sub- 
ject of controversy yesterday as 
word came from Oklahoma City that 
50 fine, fat crows wil] form the 
piece de resistance when Governor 
E. W. Marland and other state of- 
ficials are guests of Assistant At- 
torney-General Jess Pullman tomor- 
row night. 

Nelson Spratt, president of the 
Atlanta Bird Club and instructor in 
biology at Emory University, ap- 
proached the question from two an- 
gles last night and came forth with 
a whole-hearted “O. K.” 

From the standpoint of bird lov- 
ers—and farmers—eating crows is 
a fine idea, he declared, pointing 
out that crows destroy the eggs 
and young of other birds and do 
inestimable damage to crops. 

And from the standpoint of a bi- 
ologist, there is no reason for a 
taboo on crow meat, he asserted. 
The crow is not a carrion bird and 
the flesh should be as clean as that 
of any fowl, according to Mr. Spratt. 
People have eaten buzzard and lived 
to tell—but not to brag—about it, 
he said. 

“I wouldn't be averse to trying a 
bit of roast crow,” he declared. 
“The flavor might not be so good 
and it might not be very tender— 
but then again it might. At any 
rate, it would be a good thing for 
the state in general if it became 
a popular dish.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—P>)— 


Riled by what he termed a “well or- 
ganized lobby” against the “chain 
store” bill, Senatur Logan, democrat. 
Kentucky, yid today he may request 
an inquiry by the senate lobby inves- 
tigating committee. 

The bill, drafted as an amendment 
to the Clayton anti-trust act, was in- 
troduced by Senator Robinson, demo- 


vent discriminatory rebates, commis- 
sions or services by brokers to chain 
Stores and other large buyers to the 
disadvantage of “independent” stores. 

“The chain stores maintain their 
representatives here at all times,”’ said 
Logan, whe is chairman of the judi- 
ciary sub-committee which studied the 
bill, “but they now have people going 
around seeing members of congress 
saying they are in support of the bil! 
when in reality they are endeavoring 
to kill it. They are dressed in sheep’s 
clothing when they are not really 
sheep.” 

He proposed to discuss tomorrow 
with Chairman Black, democrat, Ala- 
bama, of the lobby committee, and 
Robinson, the advisability of inquir- 
ing into the opposition of the bill. 

“Il would not care to request an in- 
vestigation without first discussing it 
with Mr. Robinson, and Mr. Black,” 
Logan said, but he expressed annoy- 
ance at what he said were “misrepre- 


sentations.” 

| “Several hundred telegrams have 
‘come to me in protest against the 
| bill,” he said, “some of them contain- 
‘ing statements absolutely untrue, such 
as that it will bring about the de- 
struction of business.”

Proving the equal need for edu- 
cation of drivers on the danger of 
improper driving, the record shows 
that two out of every three acci- 
dents during 1935 resulted from 
mistakes by those operating the 
automobiles involved —such mis- 
takes resulting in the death of near- 
ly 1,500 more persons than was the 
case in 1934.

Ethiopia 
A Prelude 


| Mussolini called Ethiopia a men- 
' ace to Italy’s existence. That made 
many smile. But, from the Duce'’s 
point of view, that is from the point 
of view of the man who dreams of 
founding « new Roman imperium, it 
is the truth. Not the present Ethio- 
p'1, to be sure, not that confedera- 
tion of semi-civilized, semi-independ- 
ent states under Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie.

The Duce 
sees a world war coming. He has 
set the date.

Conflicts With 
Britain 

That is where he conflicts to Brit- 
ain. The foreign office in London 
knows perfectly well what the Duce’s 
intentions are in Ethiopia. England 
will not permit the Duce to take 
Ethiopia. But making war on Mus- 
solini to prevent him, is not the 
British intention, either. Of course, 
if the Duce insists and persists, there 
will be a war. between Italy and Brit- 
ain. Only Britain has no ambition 
to see Mussolini crushed and his re- 
gime thrown by the board. Britain 
needs Mussolini to keep the peace in 
Europe and—probably—as an ally in 
that great conflict which the Duce is 
so sure about. Since the Duce can- 
not come out of the Ethiopian adven- 
ture empty-handed, for that would 
shake his regime at home to pieces, 
it is up to England to make a con- 
cession, but a quick concession. Prom- 
ises of the man in the moon won't 
do, this time. Mussolini has no time 
to lose. His finances are running 
low. Forcing Mussolini to the wall, 
with the aid of the League of Na- 
tions’ powers, and yet not hurt him 
too much, ig the British game at 
present.

as well the United 
States did not boycott the winter 
Olympic games conducted in the Ba- 
varian Alps under the sign of the 
swastika. If the trip had been called 
off the firm-jawed, clean-limbed, clear- 
eyed American athletes would have 
felt they: had been denied a great 
honor and privilege, to say nothing of 
a free trip to Europe, and might have 
blamed the Jews for that. 

Now, however, at most they dem- 
onstrated they did not deserve so much 
as a nickel ride on a stréet car, much 
less a voyage de luxe to the old 
world, and the showing of the team 
in competition with athletes of other 
nations probably will result in a drive 
to improve American proficiency in 
winter sports. 

This, then, should result in the man- 
ufacture and sale in large quantities 
of skates, skis, boots, costumes and 
certainly a large proportion of the 
apparel, which is expensive and gov- 
erned by changing moods of sty, will 
be provided by our Jewish neighbors 
in the garment trade.

It is nonsense to believe that the 
Olympic competitions promote brother- 
hood, for the athletes bicker and snarl 
even with their own compatriots, but 
it can do no harm to continue them 
until the next war interrupts the 
series again, and it might hasten that 
war to break off athletic relations in 
the grim and formal manner of di- 
plomacy. 


I understand Mr. Avery 
Brundage Brundage, president of 
On Radio the American A. A. A, 

made a radio address to 
the United States Sunday morning in 
which he painted a picture of sweet- 
ness and light, but it should be kept 
in mind that Mr. Brundage has been 
buttered over with official compli- 
ments, like many an American ambas- 
sador to England or France, and when 
it comes to sports he has the believ- 
ing mind of a little boy.

HEALTH TALKS

When physicians or others don't 
know what they’re talking about but 
desire to fill some space or just mark 
time they utter some bemusing re- 
marks about “lowered resistance” or 
“keeping up your resistance.” 


As nobody knows what that means, 
we'll say no more about it. 


Immunity is a specific state. For 
instance, whether you will catch ty- 
phoid fever or diphtheria or not de- 
pends on your immunity; if you are 
in any doubt about it, any physician 
can immunize you against one or 
both diseases, and that’s all there is 
to it. Doesn’t matter at all whether 
you wesr woolen underclothes or go 
about without a hat. Nor has the 
weather or the season or the climate 
anything to do with immunity. 

Patients with neuritis, myalgia, 
arthritis or other focal infection have 
in many instances experienced mark- 
ed relief following the first few ap- 
lications of surgical diathermy to the 
infected tonsils. Discussing this sub- 
s in the Archives of Otolaryngo- 
ogy, May, 1935, Dr. Lewis J. Silvers 
said: 

McKenzie suggested that steriliza- 
tion of the focus in the tonsil is re 
sponsible for the clearing up of symp- 
toms. This may be refuted on the 
ground that pain is often relieved 
before total sterilization of the fo 
cus. Balmer offered the viewpoint 
that “diathermocryptectomy” by de- 
struction of myriads of bacteria in 
situ produces a reaction in the in- 
dividual analogous to an autogenous 
vaccine reaction.

ting. Thus where the notorious he- 
molytic Stretptococcus is the predomi- 
nating organism in the tonsil, 
local and general reactions are most 
marked and may be repeated in dimi- 
nishing degree up to the third or 
fourth treatment in some cases. Where 
the less virulent staphylococcus pre- 
dominates, the local and systemic re- 
actions are less marked and usually 
do not occur at all after the second 
treatment.

Note you say no food creates high 
blood pressure. Although mine ig

(except beans and peas) but to take 
meat and eggs not more than twice 
a week. (H. C.) 

Answer—Neither meat nor eggs nor 
beans nor peas will increase blood 
pressure more than any other food of 
equivalent nutritive value. Some old 
fogy doctors still harbor obsessions 
against meat, particularly “red” meat, 
but there is no ground for such no- 
tions. 

Sebaceous Cyst. 

Any way to get rid of a fatty cyst 
on my face, except operation? Have 
ha it five years. When it fills up 
and bothers me I squeeze it and fatty 
material comes out like a snake and 
there seems no end of it, but it 
never bleeds. (Mrs. H. B.) 

Answer—It is not a fatty cyst, 
but a sebaceous cyst—ballooning of 
the duct of one of the oil glands. Only 
remedy is excision of the sac, which 
is readily done under a local anesthet-

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 16.—What 
chance has a woman in Hollywood? — 
As an actress or writer, she has more 
opportunity to gain fame and wealth 
than a man of equal talents, but in 
all other professions, even in these 
days of advanced feminine emancipa- 
tion, her chances of success in the 
film city are slight. 

For various reasons, women are 
practically taboo in the higher phases 
of the celluloid drama. The few wom- 
en holding down important positions 
do so by sheer force of merit against 
tremendous odds. The typical male 
reaction to the Hollyworth worth of 
womanhood is that members of the 
fair sex, while as talented as men, 
frequently stumble in a crisis, become 
flustered in the face of emergencies, 
and cannot keep up with the terrific 
amount of labor sometimes called for 
during flurries of intense activity. 
In view of this attitude, women, 
if they desire to rise above the rut 
of script-clerking or minor office posi- 
tions, must surpass a man’s average 
daily accomplishments in order to 
Seem equally efficient. Most of them 
have had to manufacture their own 
jobs, and make themselves indispen- 
sable long before gaining recognition 
and big salaries. 

Among the most fertile fields for 
women in the higher strata of the 
movie industry is film editing.

“We have taken fantastic Aradam, 
which has been lying on our chests so 
long. The enemy is beaten and flying 
southward. You saw the boldness of 
our maneuver, You saw that the Ital- 
ian troops have good and marvelous 
hearts. But right now the Negus (Em- 
peror Haile Selassie) is probably in 
some sheltered cave writing victory 
communiques.”’ 

Italian Flag Planted. 
The action started at dawn Febru- 


Alpini, from Italy’s own mountains, 
stormed the western face of Amba 
Aradam and planted the Italian flag 
on its highest peak as the Ethiopian 
defense finally broke. 

The conquest of Aradam, a huge 
stone, flat-topped rectangle, 9,000-feet 
high, cleared the path to the rich plain 
stretching for many miles down to 
Amba Alai. It also gives the fascist 
fighters a direct tharoughfare across 
the high plateau of Zalcaba to the 
rear of Ras Seyoum’s 40,000 men, who 
have been a menace in the Tembien 
region. e 

Amba Aradam has lain like a great 
stone block from the east to the west, 
five to eight miles long and half a 
mile wide, across Italy’s path to the 
Ethiopian interior ever since the tak- 
ing of Makale in November. 

The greatest single battle of the 
offensive came on the third day when 
two army corps which sfarted an en- 
circling movement of almost 15 miles 
reached the shadows of Aradam it- 


self, 
“The Priest’s Hat.” 

In a sudden assault the blackshirts 
occupied a small mountain known as 
“The Priest’s Hat,” in the rear of 
Aradam. 

The Ethiopians immediately coun- 
ter-attacked. A bitter battle raged 
throughout the day. Some 15,000 war- 
riors stormed “The Priest’s Hat” 
again and again, but were beaten back 
In the desperate fight the Sila divi- 
sion held the spur of the mountain, 
called “The Spine of Dansa,” and cap- 
tured a town beyond. 

The Italians reported they lost 129 
dead and 275 wounded that day. The 
slopes were littered with bodies of 
khaki-clad Ethiopian regulars mowed 
— by Italian machine-gun cross- 
ire. 

Those two strategically vital sali- 
ents were lost to the Ethiopians who 
stubbornly withdrew to Aradam it- 
self, but the backbone of their de 
fense was broken. 

Despite drenching rains, making a 
torture of sleepless nights under arms, 
washing out roads, bogging supply 
trucks and finally grounding aviation, 
the Italians pressed forward. 

Ras Mulugheta and 10,000 members 
of the imperial guard held Aradam 
last night, the main body of the Ethio- 
pian forces retreating toward Antalo 
to the south. 

Attack From Two Sides. 

Through today’s mist clouds. cover- 
ing the mountain-top, the fascist “Al- 
pini”’ tore up the mountain on one 
side and the blackshirt division on the 
other, After contesting as long as pos- 
sible, the Ethiopians withdrew at dusk 
through the valleys and ravines honey- 
combing the mountainside. 

Mass artillery all along the 20-mile 
line drenched the Ethiopian position 
with shells and airplanes dropped hun- 
dreds of tons of bombs. 

While there were many minor bat- 
tles during the six days, the most 
bloody one was Thursday. far out 
along the left wing, where 2.500 Ethio- 
pians surrounded one battalion of the 
fascist Sabauda division. This was 
near Addi Acheiti, far southwest of 
Makale.

This palace, which represents the 
greatest architectural effort perhaps 
since the World War, rivals the his- 
toric chateau of Versailles in size. 

The “International White House” 
occupies a magnificent site. It domi- 
nates the lake and looks upon the glit- 
tering, snow-capped Alps, including 
Monte Blanc on the opposite shore, 
and on the other side faces the long 
range of the French Jura mountains. 

Moving involves the transportation 
of 600 tons of records at a cost of 
25,000. 

One criticism already voiced of the 
League's new home is that it stands 
too far outside the city of Geneva. 
Disputes between architects of va- 
rious nations caused lengthy delays 
in the building’s completion. 

It is not completed and the assembly 
chamber will not be ready for the as- 
sembly meeting in September. The 
library, to which John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. donated $2,000,000, cannot be 
opened for six weeks.

The building was started on March

“The effect of this agreement is 
tantamount to the establishment of a 
national mortgage association or a 
mortgage discount bank for mortgages 
on new home construction.” 

“Another effect of this agreement,” 
said FHA Administrator Stewart Me 
Donald, “will be to accelerate the rate 
of new residential construction. .. . 

“With the whole resourees of the 
RFC Mortgage Company behind the 
Federal Housing Administration’s in- 
sured mortgages, new capital will flow 
info the mortgage field in increasing 
volume to meet the anticipated up- 
ward trend in new home construe 
tion.” 

Lending institutions, {t was said, 
may now grant home loans “with the 
assurance of a ready outlet” for such 
of their mortgages as they wish to 
convert into cash. 

Under the agreement the RFC will 
purchase only mortgages which will 
vield it a 4 1-2 per cent net return. 
It will offer the mortgages for sale 
to mortgagees approved by the FHA.

CORNELL UNIVERSITY, N. Y.—Still visiting Cornell University, 1 
have seen some very interesting exhibits. The rural electrification ex- 
hibit, which shows the possibilities for comfort and increased efficiency 
in farm homes when they get electricity, is a most interesting building 
for anyone in touch with rural living. 

I was talking to a woman the other day and saying that I hoped to 
end my days in the country, she promptly said, “I don’t. I couldn’t bear 
to live in one of those little houses which look attractive to the unitiat- 
ed, but which mean such back-breaking toil and uncomfortable daily 
living.” 

For a moment | was taken aback. Then | realized she was thinking 
of a country home without electricity. 

With some scorn she retorted: “Oh, you mean you would like to live 
in the country in one of those houses that real country people call 
‘city houses’ ”’. 

At first I felt 1 should be ashamed of myself, but on thinking it over 
I decided that it was not just the luxury of a city house | wanted. I 
wanted the beauty of country life and did not want it spoiled by unnec- 
essary drudgery. 

Neither did 1 want to see my neighbors worn down when life should 
My mind flew to some of our mountaineers: A 
woman at thirty-five looking sixty, her teeth all going, with so little 
chance for anything but work, and only the bare necessities of life as a 
return for the whole family’s drudgery. 1 don’t want that for myself 
or my neighbors, and neither will the boys and girls who take the course 
here and see the possibilities of rural electrification. 

Life can be so much fuller and farm life so much more efficient on 
the farm as well as in the home if you can get cheap power. I have 
never had any sympathy with the farmer who could see the benefit of 


electricity in his barn but not in his house.
